Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  during  the  year  1949. 

It  is  an  Ordinary  Report  written  in  conformity  with  the  suggestions 
contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/50,  dated  25th  January, 
1950. 

There  were  many  changes  in  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  and  this  must  of  necessity  have 
caused  additional  responsibility  and  strain  on  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  A tribute  must  therefore  be  paid  to  Mr.  V.  V.  Yates  for 
guiding  the  Department  so  successfully  through  this  difficult  period. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  your  District  compare  favourably  with  the 
figures  for  England  and  Wales,  with  the  exception  of  the  Still-Birth 
Rate,  which  has  for  the  past  seven  years  remained  somewhat  higher 
than  the  average  for  the  country. 

The  most  delicate  index  to  the  well-being  of  a community  is  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate,  and  I am  happy  to  report  to  you  that  for  the 
year  1949,  it  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  by  this  District. 

Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  80  per  cent,  of  the 
Infectious  Diseases  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  these,  which 
indicate  that  the  two  diseases  remain  benign  in  character. 

The  solitary  case  of  Food  Poisoning  does  not  mean  that  there 
is  no  need  for  an  improvement  in  Food  Hygiene.  It  is  well  recognised 
that  for  every  one  notification  received,  there  are  hundreds  of  cases 
of  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting  which  do  not  reach  the  Dcctor’s  Surgery. 
There  may  be  only  a loss  of  work  fcr  one  or  two  days  from  such  cases, 
but  in  this  period  of  economic  difficulty,  the  country  cannot  afford  any 
loss  of  work  or  efficiency  due  to  a preventable  cause. 
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Illness  due  to  the  consumption  of  unclean  food  can  be  prevented, 
but  it  calls  for  constant  care  and  attention  by  all  food  handlers  to  the 
necessity  of  strict  personal  cleanliness.  Your  Sanitary  Inspectors 
are  carrying  out  important  tasks  in  improving  the  hygiene  of  food 
premises  and  in  the  instruction  of  food  handlers,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  public  themselves  will  support  this  work  by  demanding  from 
their  Food  Shops  absolute  hygiene  and  cleanliness. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Tibbits,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Mr.  J.  J.  G.  Ellis,  the  Council’s  Engineer,  Surveyor  and 
Housing  Architect,  and  to  Mr.  G.  T.  Belton,  the  Council’s  Rating 
and  Valuation  Officer,  for  information  and  assistance  in  compiling 
the  statistics  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

Hospital  Service 

Application  for  admission  to  general  hospitals  is  made  direct  to 
the  hospital  through  a doctor  or  other  responsible  person.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  sanatoria  are  referred  to  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  admission  to  an  isolation 
hospital  are  first  referred  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  decision  regarding  the  necessity  for  admission  to  hospital.  All 
admissions  and  discharges  of  infectious  disease  cases  are  notified  to 
the  District  Medical  Officer. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  confinement  are  normally 
referred  to  the  hospital  by  the  doctor  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  or  by 
a general  practitioner. 


Laboratory  Facilities

Home  Nursing  [National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — Section  25) 

There  are  twenty  nurses  on  the  Home  Nursing  Service  who  work 
in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford.  Of  these,  fourteen  reside  within 
the  area. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation  [National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — 
Section  26) 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
is  available  to  all  children  in  the  district  and  can  be  carried  out  at 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  by  general  practitioners. 
Visits  to  schools  are  made  periodically  by  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  giving  re-inforcing  or  “ Booster  ” inject- 
ions or  for  carrying  out  primary  treatment. 

Details  are  given  on  pages  20  and  21  of  the  number  of  children 
treated  during  the  year,  together  with  a table  showing  the  numbers 
immunised  in  relation  to  the  child  population. 


Ambulance  Services  [National  Health  Serviee  Act,  1946 — Section  27) 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  now  responsible  for 
the  Ambulance  Services  for  the  whole  administrative  County  area. 
The  service  is  free  and  all  urgent  calls  for  accident,  sudden  illness  or 
maternity  are  answered  without  cpiestion.  Non-urgent  calls,  such 
as  for  routine  hospital  attendance,  are  only  accepted  if  supported 
by  a recommendation  from  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
hospital  doctor,  private  practitioner,  nurse,  midwife,  dentist  or  other 
responsible  person. 
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Home  Help  Service  [National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — Section  29) 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health 
Authority  under  Part  III.  of  the  Act,  are  responsible  for  the  provision 
of  domestic  help  for  cases  of  maternity,  sickness  and  old  age.  There 
are  ten  Home  Helps  enrolled  on  a case  basis  in  the  Basford  Rural 
District.  Home  Helps  in  the  neighbouring  Urban  Districts  are  available 
for  use  in  the  Basford  area  when  circumstances  are  such  that  the  Basford 
Home  Helps  are  unable  to  attend.  This  adds  another  ten  Home  Helps 
to  the  number  available. 

During  the  year,  all  cases  notihed  have  been  served,  with  the 
e.xception  of  three  in  outlying  villages,  where  there  was  no  local  volunteer 
who  would  undertake  the  necessary  duties,  and  lack  of  transport 
prevented  a Home  Help  from  another  district  being  employed. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Rural  District,  a variety  of  ca.ses  including 
maternities,  aged  persons  and  emergency  cases  of  illness  have  been 
successfully  dealt  with,  the  hours  of  service  varying  according  to  need.

During  the  year,  579  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  as  compared 
with  496  in  the  preceding  year.

No  occasion  arose  during  the  year  to  take  advantage  of  the  powers

During  1949,  the  closet  accommodation  at  58  houses  was  converted 
from  privy  middens  or  pail  closets  to  water-closets  and  dustbins. 


DUSTBINS 

The  Council’s  policy  of  supplying  dustbins  and  sanitary  pails 
at  a nominal  rate  was  taken  advantage  of  by  property  owners  and 
during  the  year,  597  bins  and  19  sanitary  pails  were  sold.  In  addition, 
the  Council  supplied  414  dustbins  to  tenants  of  Council  houses. 

514  Preliminary  Notices  and  21  Statutory  Notices  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  75,  were  served  on  owners  to  provide 
dustbins.  584  Preliminary  Notices  and  8 Statutory  Notices  were 
complied  with  during  the  year  and  the  Council  supplied  3 bins  in  default. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  in  all  parishes 
in  the  District  using  eleven  low-loading  refuse  collection  vehicles,  each 
one  being  properly  constructed  and  adequately  covered  for  its 
purpose.  The  three  latest  additions  to  the  Council’s  fleet  of  refuse 
vehicles  are  fitted  with  a special  cab  for  the  loaders. 

One  30-cwt.  lorry  is  used  for  carting  water  twice  weekly  to  the 
parish  of  Willoughby-on-the-Wolds. 

The  Council  ceased  to  garage  their  vehicles  at  rented  accom- 
modation at  Ruddington  in  August,  1949,  and  moved  into  their  own 
depot  situated  at  Elms  Park,  Ruddington.  A 50U-gallon  petrol  tank 
and  pump  was  installed  at  these  premises.  The  Council  also  have 
depots  at  Jacksdale  and  Kimberley. 

Dustbin  trucks  are  supplied  to  each  vehicle  in  the  colliery  districts, 
but  the  workmen  still  prefer  to  shoulder  the  bins  in  the  residential 
and  agricultural  areas. 

Most  of  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  j^car  was  having  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  and  this  will  be  extended  to  all  the  Council’s  area 
as  soon  as  labour  is  available.

SALVAGE 

On  14th  July,  1949,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  revoked 
“ every  subsisting  Direction  and  Instruction,  and  every  subsisting 
delegation  of  powers  made  by  him  before  the  year  1949,  to  the  Council 
and  relating  to  the  collection  or  preservation  or  disposal  of  ...  . waste 
paper  (including  cardboard)  and  articles  made  therefrom,  or  rags 
(including  sacking  and  carpets)  or  household  bones.” 

As  a result  of  this  revocation  and  of  the  inability  to  sell  mixed 
waste  paper  to  merchants,  the  Council  ceased  to  salvage  waste  paper 
as  such  after  July,  1949.

TRADE  REFUSE 

With  the  cessation  of  Salvage  operations,  the  Council  re-established 
its  pre-war  practice  of  making  a charge  for  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  Trade  Refuse. 

During  the  period  1st  October,  1949,  to  31st  December,  1949, 
ten  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  at  a charge  of  15/-  per  load. 


CESSPOOLS 

Prior  to  1st  October,  1949,  the  Council’s  Cesspool  Emptier  removed 
sewage  from  private  cesspools  in  the  district  on  request  at  a charge 
of  one  pound  per  load  (750  gallons). 

During  the  period  1st  January,  1949,  to  30th  September,  1949, 
the  following  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cesspool  Emptier  : — 

Number  of  Cesspools  emptied  601 
Number  of  Loads  removed  623 

Erom  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  Council  instituted  a revised 
Cesspool  Service  to  remove  two  loads  of  sewage  free  of  charge  per  year 
from  private  cesspools.  Subsequent  loads  are  removed  on  request 
at  the  rate  of  one  pound  per  excess  load  or  part  load. 

This  Service  worked  fairly  satisfactory  up  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
but  it  was  found  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  take  two  free  loads 
from  every  cesspool  in  the  district  (numbering  approx.  1,600),  within 
twelve  months  uuless  an  additional  cesspool  emptier  was  obtained. 
Accordingly,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  invited  tenders  and 
gave  an  order  for  the  supply  of  one  petrol  driven  Cesspool  Emptying 
vehicle  of  maximum  capacity  of  750  gallons,  complete  with  all  necessary 
equipment.  The  new  vehicle  is  expected  to  be  brought  into  Service 
about  the  middle  of  1950.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  laying  of  appro.ximately 
5,000  yards  of  nine-inch  and  six-inch  stoneware  pipe  sewer  in  the  parish 
of  Trowell,  together  with  the  installation  of  all  necessary  pumping  plant, 
etc.  The  work  should  be  completed  during  1950. 

The  laying  of  approximately  1,000  yards  of  six-inch  stoneware 
pipes,  forming  an  extension  of  the  sewer  at  Hall  Green,  Selston,  was 
completed  during  1949. 

Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  laying  of  sewers 
for  main  drainage  in  the  parish  of  Bestwood  Park,  but  it  was  held  up 
owing  to  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  pipes.

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two  main- 
tenance treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  36  dead  rats  were  recovered  from  the 
sewers  and  sewage  works  screens,  and  the  estimated  number  killed 
from  these  treatments  was  108. 

The  sudden  appearance  of  a major  infestation  at  East  Leake  Tip, 
probably  due  to  the  attraction  provided  by  trade  waste  from  the 
“ Omega  Maggot  Factory  ” of  Normanton-on-Soar,  which  is  deposited 
there,  was  reduced  to  very  minor  proportions.  Treatment  is  being 
continued  at  regular  intervals.  Infestations  on  all  other  Tips  and 
Sewage  Works  were  kept  down  to  the  minimum. 

The  free  service  for  private  dwellings  is  becoming  increasingly 
better  known  and  more  and  more  people  are  availing  themselves  of  it.

Newstead. 

On  receipt  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports  on  the  water  supply  at 
Newstead  in  April,  1949,  a letter  was  sent  to  every  householder  in 
the  Colliery  village  warning  them  to  boil  all  water  for  domestic  purposes 
before  use,  and  representations  were  made  to  the  Area  Engineer  of 
the  National  Coal  Board,  to  expedite  the  installation  of  a chlorination 
plant.  Satisfactory  samples  of  water  were  obtained  after  this  plant 
had  been  installed,  and  the  notice  regarding  boiling  water  before  use 
was  rescinded. 
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There  are  39  parishes  in  the  District  and  of  these,  six  parishes — 
Kingston-on-Soar,  Ratcliffe-on-Soar,  Thorpe-in-the-Glebe,  West  Leake, 
\\'illoughby-on-the- Wolds  and  Wysall — have  no  main  water  supj)ly 
and  depend  entirely  upon  shallow  wells.  Work  was,  however,  com- 
menced on  the  laying  of  mains  by  the  Nottingham  and  Loughborough 
Corporations  to  supply  all  these  parishes  with  the  exception  of  Willough- 
by and  by  the  end  of  1949,  was  nearing  completion. 

At  Willoughby-on-the-Wolds,  the  water  supply  is  most  inadequate. 
A stand-pipe  has  been  installed  at  the  neighbouring  parish  of  Wysall, 
and  is  used  to  facilitate  the  delivery  of  water  by  the  Council’s  vehicles 
to  Willoughby.  Two  deliveries  are  made  each  week  and  during  1949, 
a total  of  54,450  gallons  of  water  were  carted  to  the  parish.  In  addition, 
15,000  gallons  of  water  were  carted  to  Moss’s  Farm,  Gotham,  during 
the  summer. 

There  are  545  houses  in  the  Rural  District  without  a piped  water 
supply. 

In  the  parishes  with  a piped  water  supply,  the  Nottingham  Cor- 
poration supplies  26  parishes,  Loughborough  Corporation  supplies 
6 parishes  and  the  remaining  parish  is  supplied  in  part  by  this  Council 
and  private  water  suppliers.  In  all  of  these  parishes,  the  water  supply 
was  adequate  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the 
year.  There  are  13,569  houses  provided  with  piped  water 
supply,  and  except  for  the  209  houses  htted  with  stand-pipes,  all 
have  water  supplied  by  a tap  over  the  sink.

The  volume  of  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys  of  four  works 
was  excessive,  and  in  addition,  it  was  found  that  considerable  amounts 
of  dust  and  grit  were  also  deposited  on  the  surrounding  district.

Notices 
were  served  on  eight  premises  for  unsatisfactory  conditions.

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CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  to  all  food 
premises  in  the  District  to  ensure  that  the  highest  standards  of  clean- 
liness are  maintained.  (Details  on  page  38). 

As  a result  of  these  visits,  a number  of  stores  installed  a geyser 
or  other  type  of  water  heater  over  a washbasin  to  ensure  constant  hot 
water  at  all  times  for  the  use  of  the  staff.  Shopkeepers  were  also 
persuaded  to  keep  separate  from  each  other  such  items  as  provisions, 
vegetables  and  other  perishable  goods. 

A most  unsatisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  was  found  at  a butcher’s 
shop  in  the  District  in  June,  1949.  After  visits  from  the  Inspector 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  considerable  improvements  were 
made  and  the  butcher  showed  a desire  to  co-operate  and  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

In  November,  1949,  a meat  delivery  van  was  found  to  be  in  a dirty 
and  most  unsatisfactory  condition.  The  owner  appeared  before  the 
Council  and  was  officially  warned  that  legal  action  would  be  taken 
against  him  if  he  failed  again  to  observe  the  highest  standard  of  clean- 
liness at  his  shop  premises  or  in  the  delivery  of  foodstuffs.
